The enclosed letter is self- explanatory# 

I have spent 21 weeks in Argentina over the past year working on a biography of 
Juan D# Peron# As you can well imagine, I have become painfully and fully aware of the 
massive scale of human-rights violations in Argentina, but because of my project, I 
have had to maintain a "low profile" and remain very quiet# However, I have now fin- 
ished almost all my research, and do not expect to be returning to Buenos Aires in 
the near future# 

The case of Dr# Taiana is certainly not on the same level as other violations of 
human rights in Argentina. He is in jail and has been treated relatively well. His 
wife has been permitted to visit him# But he has not been charged with any crime, 
and the indefinite nature of his incarceration, combined with his age, is having an 
adverse effect on him. 

Mrs. Taiana has asked that I help her, and the enclosed letter represents what 
in my judgment is the best that can be cone under the circumstances. Our hope is that 
an expression of concern by the U#S. Ambassador might be of sufficient weight to be- 
stir the Argentine authorities into permitting Dr. Taiana to opt for exile. 

X am writing to you to infoim you of this matter and to request that you let me 
know whether there are any other steps that I might fruitfully take.
